Russia has no difficulty in mak- 
ing up losses in manpower, he as- 
serted, but has been handicapped 
in making good losses in war ma- 
terial because of the early suc- 
cesses of the Nazi forces in occu- 
pying some industrial areas. 

Reviewing the last six .months, 
Litvinoff said Russia had received 
warnings of Germany’s intentions 
but had not taken them seriously 
in view of Hitler’s pledges and 
the belief that the Germans would 
be insane to attack the strong 
Soviet Union while engaged in 
war on other fronts. 

Litvinoff said Hitler’s plans 
were based on a series of mis- 
calculations, and despite early suc- 
cesses the Nazis had now been 
put on the defensive.

“We intend to smash at Hitler 
until we break up his monstrous 
war machine. We feel no one can 
do this -for us or without us and 
we will fight to the end.”.

Fear Winter ‘Breathing Spell’ for Nazis — 
Early Action Forecast on Joint Allied

LONDON, Dec. 13.—Whether or 
not Russia declares war on Japan, 
there is still the,matter of a mu- 
tual agreement among the allies. 
Steps are now contemplated which 
will guarantee complete under- 
standing among Great Britain, 

Russia and the United States. 
With some voices demanding an 
immediate Russian declaration of 
war against Japan, other quarters 
here take the opposite view. The 
London Daily Mail today describes 
the peace existing between Russia 
and Japan as “a big gap in the 
allied front” and says “it should 
be closed.” 

It can be said that that cer- 
tainly does not represent respon- 
sible opinion. Russia is fighting 
Germany, the enemy of Britain 
and the United States. If Germany 
is defeated there then will be 
plenty of time for: Russia to turn 
toward Japan. Any diversion which 
would enable Germany to profit 
from these winter months would 
be disadvantageous to the allied 
side of which Russia is an impor- 
tant member. These are the rea- 
sons advanced for not pressing 
Russia to open up a second front. 
There would be a good possi- 
bility of a German attack against 
Turkey developing now, in the 
view of those here who are com- 
petent to judge, if Russian at- 
tention were to be distracted from 
the western front. It is thought 
that Germany is trying to con- 
vince the Japanese that an at- 
tack against Russia would be 
most useful and should be made 
before the Russians take the in- 
itiative. As there is reason to be- 
lieve that the manner of Japan’s 
attack against the United States 
was dictated by Berlin, Tokyo may 
not be agreeable to this ‘new re- 
quest. 

According to the Daily Sketch 
a jsint Axis war council already 
has been established in Tokyo. 
It consists of military, naval and 
air representatives of Germany, 
Italy and Japan who co-ordinate 
plans for Atlantic, Pacific and 
Mediterranean battles. Its counter- 
part is in Berlin. 

The same newspaper predicts 
that nominations for a joint allied 
war council will be made soon. 
Names are being discussed. 
There is a general feeling here, 
and it is expressed in many news- 
papers today, that the allies must 
co-ordinate thzir fighting efforts 


and synchronize their production 
by making the best use of their 
combined resources. The necessity 
for a “grand plan” to win the 
war is widely recognized.

Turkey is again uneasy and with 
some reason. If Hitler ig sincere 
in his statement that he has no 
further strategic ambition in Rus- 
sia until next summer, what does 
he intend to do with his reserve 
armies? They are not likely to 
stand idle with time as precious 
as it is to Germany now. 

There is one other possibility— 
that the Nazis may reinforce their 
troops in the southern sector of the 
Russian front and renew their 
drive toward Caucasian oil. But it 
will take weeks at best to reorgan- 
ize the shattered German divisions 
west of Rostov. 

What has happened in Russia in 
the last few weeks is probably vast- 
ly more important in the long run 
than the sinking of battleships by 
the Japanese Navy. Hitler has 
lost any chance he might have had 
of knocking Russia out of the war 
this winter. ;

motor ship Kungsholm, luxury 
liner which formerly plied the At- 
lantic and more recently has 
cruised on Caribbean pleasure 
trips. 

A Department statement said 
that while the Kungsholm belongs 
to a friendly power its further use 
for pleasure cruises is impractical 
under the war situation. 

For this reason, the Department 
said, “as well as the desire of the 
United States to be relieved of the 
burden of protecting the move- 
ments of vessels unnecessarily pro- 
ceeding in waters of the Western 
Hemisphere, and the consequent 
prospect of a long period of idie- 
ness in American ports and the 
great expense to the Swedish inter- 
ests involved, it was considered ad- 
visable for the United States Gov- 
ernment to take over the vessel for 
just compensation as provided by 
law.” 

Officials explained that in taking 
over the Swedish liner the United 
States had exercised its right of 
angary —in international law this 
is the right of a beligerent, in case 
of necessity to seize, use or destroy 
the property of neutrals, and espe- 
cially to take over or use neutral 
ships. The compensation usually is 
decided later.

Against a backdrop of war be- 


week trial ended early today with 
a comparatively speefly verdict. A 
jury of nine men and three wom- 
en deliberated eight hours before 
finding the 14 guilty on both 
counts of an indictment charging 
conspiracy to avoid registering as 
German Government agents and 
conspiracy to delivery to the Nazi 
government vital American de- 
fense secrets. 

The verdict carries a maximum 
sentence of 22 years. United States 
District Judge Mortimer W. 
Byers said he would set a date for 
sentencing Monday. 

Chance of Appeal. 

George Gordon Battle, one of 
the defense attorneys, said he ex- 
pected to appeal, and several other 
lawyers indicated that if Battle 
had the 2,150,000-word record print- 
ed, they also would appeal. A 
printed record is required by an 
appellate court. 

Judge Byers said in his two and 
a half hour charge to the jury that 
it was unfortunate that war start- 
ed during the trial, asserting it 
was “probably no exaggeration” to 
say the defendants had “manifest- 
ed deep sympathy for Germany.” 

“Bear in mind, however,” he 
cautioned the jury,” that men are 
not sent to jail for their opinions 
in this country. A man is en- 
titled to believe that the German 
race is a superior race, and that 
the world was created in order 
that the German race might dom- 
inate it. So long as he does noth- 
ing to carry those views into ef- 
fect to the detriment of the Unit- 
ed States there is no attempt on 
our part to discipline him merely 
for what he thinks.” 

U. 8. Counterespionage. 

The trial disclosed that the Gov- 
ernment had scored a triumph in 
counterespionage. The Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation virtually fa- 
thered the spy ring, said to have 
20 unapprehended members now in 
foreign countries, by handling al! 
its coded short-wave messages be- 
tween here and Gestapo headquar- 
ters in Hamburg.

Advocates Pablic Ownership of Power 
Plants in Missouri. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE objectives of the Sho-Me Power 

. Co-operative, reported in the 
Post-Dispatch under a Macon, Mo., date- 
line, should be indorsed throughout Mis- 
souri. W. M. Cross of Macon has mani- 
fested such an interest in public own- 
ership of electric power projects for 
many years. 

I notice that Mr. Cross proposes to 
have the Sho-Mé Co-operative and the 
Rural Electrification Administration . fi- 
nance and construct a large steam gen- 
erating plant, to be owned by farmers 
and other citizens of rural Missouri. 


The purpose of the plant will be to fur-_ 
nish an abundant supply of electricity for _ 


rural Missouri at still lower rates. per 
kilowatt hour than is now enjoyed by 
REA members. I also indorse the idea 
that the proposed plant should be operat- 
ed by steam derived from cheap coal in 
the fields of Randolph or Macon coun- 


ties, or nearby. 
* 


I wish to add a few suggestions, how- 
ever. Northeast Missouri is better served 
with municipally owned electric light 
and power plants than any other sec- 
tion of Missouri. The cities of Columbia, 
Hannibal, Chillicothe, Trenton, Carroll- 
ton; Kahoka. Canton, Shelbina, Palmyra, 
Paris, Monroe City, Fayette, Salisbury, 
Macon, Marceline, Memphis, Unionville 
and others are so served. 

In any long-time program to build a 
large publicly owned generating plant, 
the future needs of these cities should 
be considered. Most of these municipal 
ownership cities, if not all of them, could 
no doubt furnish their inhabitants with 
electric current from a large centrally 
located steam generating plant at cheap- 
er rates than they are now able to fur- 
nish from individually owned municipal 
plants. 

The larger steam or Diesel plants, such 
as those at Columbia, Hannibal, Chilli- 
cothe, Carroliton and Trenton, could be 
used in a publicly owned high line sys- 
tem either in active service or as stand- 
by units for many years to come, but the 
generating plants consisting of smaller 
and older Diesel units in the smaller 
cities will soon become obsolete and 
should be retired from service entirely. 

There are no doubt many cities in the 
above area which are now served by pri- 
vately owned companies - which -will in 
time choose to provide themselves with 
municipally owned distributing systems 
and purchase electric current whole- 
sale from such a proposed publicly 
owned generating system.

I cannot refrain from making these 
comments on Mr. Cross’ plan, owing to 
my own activities in all sections of Mis- 
souri during the past 15 years in behalf 
of municipal ownership of all public util- 
ities. z 

At the annual convention of the Mis- 
souri Association of Municipal Utilities 
in Hannibal in 1933, I delivered an ad- 
dress from prepared charts showing the 
need for central power producing plants 
in Missouri. I illustrated the location of 
most of the foregoing municipal plants, 
together with their total potential pro- 
duction, to show how they could be tied 
together into one great, well-balanced 
publicly owned electric system. 

also suggested legislation which 
would not only authorize such publicly 
owned power districts, but which would 
authorize the construction of one or more 
large publicly owned generating plants. 
I specifically recommended: one to be 
operated by steam, to be constructed in 
Randolph or Macon County. 

Another recommendation I made in- 
cluded several waterpower sites in the 
Ozark region, to be acquired and de- 
veloped by municipalities or the State. 
Such waterpower sites, if developed and 
co-ordinated into one large electric pow- 
er system, would serve to industrialize 
many sections of the Ozark region, as 
well as to hasten a mcre intensive use of 
the area by tourists and recreation seek- 


ers. 


Inasmuch as I am now employed by 
the largest consumer co-operative whole- 
sale association in this section of the 
United States, namely, the Consumers’ 
Co-operative Association of North Kan- 
sas City, Mo., which operates in 10 
states, I can see how the people may in 
the future co-operatively own the prin- 
cipal utilities, if the Federal, state or 
municipal governments are not ready or 
willing to push ahead at a more rapid 
rate for an extensive program for public 
ownership. : 

Mr. Cross of Macon deserves the neces- 
sary support to bring his program into 
practical realization. He has cherished 
such ideas for a better Missouri for many 
years.

Both labor and industry 
may rest assured, however, that if such an agree- 
ment does not prevent strikes, then Congress will 
pass a law embodying restrictions on unions and 
provisions for factory seizure, alongside which th 
Smith bill may appear generous. ; , 

An agreement to freeze union status, as was done 
in the last war, will remove all cause for such work 
stoppages as jurisdictional, dues-paying, closed-shop 
and organizational strikes. There is ample machin- 
ery for insuring orderly bargaining should wage 
increases or other changes in working conditions be 
in order because of higher living costs. For handling 
the problems that arise, the President suggests a 
tribunal whose decisions will be binding on both 
sides. 

There is now a tremendous responsibility on labor 
and industry. One stubborn union leader or one re- 
actionary employer can upset the boat-and precipi- 
tate rigid governmental controls that would restrict 
the activities of both sides. The Presifient has given 
them a last chance to reach an agreement, and to 
keep it. May that chance be well and wisely utilized.

* SENSE IN DEFENSE. 

St. Louis-and Missouri should be just. as practical 
and efficient as is humanly possible in doing their 
part in the organization of this war’s home front. 
The people are aroused, and, as Mayor Becker re- 
ported yesterday, citizens of every age, sex and class 
are offering their services. The job now is to gear 
this strength and enthusiasm into the national war 
effort with the least confusion and the maximum 
speed. 

Fortunately, we already have machinery for this 
purpose, First of all, there is the State Defense 
Council. People who want to do their bit should 
heed the advice of Gov. Donnell and turn to this 
agency, instead of acting on their own. Enlistment 
centers are now being set up. Persons who register 
at them will be interviewed, and then assigned to 
such civilian duties as air raid service, fire protec- 
tion, etc. 

Committees in charge of more specialized work— 

such as medical service, the training of defense 
workers, protection of utilities, etc—have already 
been organized and are going into the active phase 
of their work. As is proper, they are in charge of 
doctors, engineers, the heads of municipal depart- 
ments and other informed specialists. The Board 
of Aldermen, meanwhile, has’ given a first reading 
to an ordinance providing $50,000 for civilian defense 
activities. 
_ There. is much work to be done, and many of-us 
will have a share in it. The thing to remember is 
that this work will be best done if misdirected en- 
thusiasm does not interfere with those in charge. 
The thing to do is to register with the State Defense 
Council as soon as possible, and then to await assign- 
ment, . 
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FACTS ABOUT THE NATION’S MAN POWER. 

Hearings began today in the House of Representa- 
tives on a War Department bill introduced yesterday 
for the purpose of registering the country’s man 
power up to 65 years and setting the draft age from 
18 to 45.

It is that the Government itself reduce the 
staggering number of press releases issued by its 
various departments. Many of these releases do 
no more than clutter up the mail and waste reams 
of paper in the process. 

The press of war news means that trivial, routine 
announcements by Federal agencies will have no 
more chance than the proverbial snowball in seeing 
light of day in the news columns. Why then be so 
wasteful as to send them out? Cut out the useless 
press releases in Washington. They are still rolling 
‘in by the bale. .

America leads world in armchair strategists, but this superiority 
will .not win the war, writer says; suggests a truce on half-baked 
criticism, rumor-spreading and uninformed wails about official stu- 
pidity; urges end to cocksureness about remote and obscure events.

NE of our superiorities over the rest of 

the world which will not help us win 

this war is our superiority in armchair, 
street-corner and cocktail-bar strategists. 

I have listened to some of the outstand- 
ing thinkers among these vociferous pa- 
triots, and about the only intelligent thing 
I have heard most of them say is that they 
should have been in Pearl Harbor last Sab- 
bath morning. I wish they had, and were. 

Maybe this is a lost cause, but I would 
like to offer enlistment to any scattered 
few folk who are still uncertain and per- 
turbed, and who, lacking any secret sources 
of information, are willing to take a mild 
oath, as follows: : 

“Since this is a serious war, and probably 
will be a long one, I will not try to decide 
military and naval policy for the United 
States Government. 

“Since I have done nothing, personally, 
to help prepare this nation for a death 
struggle, I will not blab at every oppor- 
tunity about what a set of idiots we had in 
charge of the Pacific Fleet. 

“Sincé my only right is the right to fight 

for freedom in my country, I will not de- 
mand information from Washington as a 
right, and I will not ask everyone I see, 
‘Have you heard about the capture of Hol- 
lywood and the seizure of Rita Hayworth? 
This guy on the radio said _. .’” 
' No Congressmen will join up with such a 
Silent Unit, of course; but among all the 
loud-speakers now fogging the American air, 
the most amusing, to me, are those stalwart 
legislators who are in process of discovering 
that this is war and that war is hell. 

Many of them have fought tooth and nail 
against preparation for all-out war, and 
when it strikes us, they wail to high heaven 
about the “criminal carelessness” of the 
Pacific Navy. Were tie British, too, asleep, 
when they lost two capital ships under 
Japanese fire? 

Even Senator Walter George, a man of 


moderate gumption, observed the other 
night that “the people are entitled to know 
what is going on.” Are they? That is a 
new principle of how to wage a war against 
a shrewd and ruthless enemy. 

Just how would Senator George have the 
people informed? By radio, which our ene- 
mies could listen to; or by newspapers, 
which our enemies could read? Or would 
he devise a secret code which only 100 per 
cent Americans would understand? 

The truth is that the people are not 
entitled to any news except what this Gov- 
ernment decides the people can receive 
without advantage to the enemy. It doesn’t 
matter whether you like the Government, 
or the war, or the Pacific Admirals. 

Maj. Eliot covered the matter rather well 
when he said: “How much has our fighting 
strength been cut? We do not know, and 
we ought not—at this time—to ask. The 
Japanese would like to know, too.” 

The President has asked that we display 
some patience and charity toward the men 
fighting for us where the bullets and bombs 
fall. I can’t help believing t is a reason- 
able request. He asked that we refrain 
from circulating rumor—but that request, if 
granted, would deprive a vast majority of 
citizens of their principal activity. . 

Can we take. it, without yelping at what 
we conceive to be the laziness or stupidity 
of others? I don’t know. I know we won't 
have grown up into mature patriots when 
we double plane production, or when we 
sink a Jap transport, or bomb Tokyo. 

We will have come of age in this new 
war when we learn not to be smart-alecky 
about events that are remote and obscure; 
when we assume that our officers and men 
are doing as well as we would if caught in 
the same circumstances. In a word, when 
we learn to keep our mouths shut more, If 
we can double the. production of shut 


‘ mouths, it will be a vital contribution .to- 
| ward winning the war. |

Chairman Wzlsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, of the Senate Naval Af- 


fairs Committee, who announced 
he introduced the legislation at the 
request of President Roosevelt and 
the Navy Department, said the de- 
gree of vulnerability of battleships 
to aeria] assault undoubtedly would 
have to be threshed out. 


For 900,000-Ton Increase. 


The measure would authorize an 
eventual addition of 900,000 tons to 
the surface fleet, but the initial 
appropriation would be for about 
300,000 tons, all that can be han- 
dled under present conditions. The 
total authorization, Walsh said, 
was sufficient for seven or eight 
45,000-ton battleships, six or seven 
20,000-ton aircraft carriers and 
some 27 cruisers, 80 destroyers and 
47 submarines. 


Under normal conditions, he said, 
the total additions would cost 
about $3,000,000,000 and under 
present conditions “probably much 
more.” 

The new building could be ap- 
portioned as the Navy saw fit, and 
most legislators believe a substan- 
tial portion of the funds would be. 
allocated for battleships, to replace 
the one sunk and any damaged in 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor.

| WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP) 
HE Senate, passing a $10,- 
T 572,350,000 supplemental ap- 
propriation bill for the Army 
and Navy yesterday, voted to 
lift two restrictions affecting 
the war effort here and abroad. 

It actéd to eliminate the ex- 
isting limit of 900,000 on the 
number of army drafteés in 
service at any one time and 
remove the limitation of $500,- 
000,000 on the amount:of exist- 
ing American military equip- 
ment which may be transferred 
under the lease-lend program to 
any one country,. over and 
above regular leasé-lend allot- 
ments. 

It paved the way also for 
making 650,000 selectees avail- 
able for the Navy and 10,000 for 
the Marine Corps.

Senate Votes 10 Billion.

As approved by the Senate, the 
measure provides for expansion of 
the Army Air-Forces, made funds 
available for the purchase of mech- 
anized equipment, and set aside 
money for the purchase of five 
new troop transport ships.

One Plant Unit Wrecked— 
Cause Not Known, But 
Commandant Does Not 


BURLINGTON, Ia., Dec, 13 (AP). 
—The TNT explosion, which de 
stroyed a melting unit at the Iowa 
ordnance, plant, killed at least 
seven men yesterday, 

Four of the dead were identified 
from fingerprints. Parts of two 
other bodies were recovéred. The 
seventh man died in a hospital. 
Seven persons were listed as miss- 
ing by George B. Yard, personnel 
director for Day & Zimmerman, 
Inc., of Philadelphia, operators of 
the $60,000,000 shell loading plant 
owned by the Government. 

More than 40 other men were 
injured, 20 seriously. The explo- 
sion rocked this Southeastern Iowa 
area for miles. 

“I don’t think there’s a fiddler’s 
chance of sabotage,” Liéut. Col. 
Keith F. Adamson, cOmmanding 
officer, said. He cited the explo- 
sion as proof of the soundness of 
the plant’s design. 

“If this had happened during the 
World War, we wouldn't have had 
any plant left,” he said. He said 
the type of construction and safety 
distances between buildings had 
prevented any “chain detonation” 
in adjacent units,

With Nazi troops in flight on 
both flanks of the encirclement 
front on the frozen Moscow plain, 
Cossack detachments were slash- 
ing through the German lines, iso- 
lating division after division and 
leaving them behind for battles of 
annihilation to come, the communi- 
que reported. 

“Fiasco of German plans for sur- 
rounding and capturing Moscow,” 
was the title of the announcement 
radioed abroad. An accompanying 
announcement warned the Ger- 
mans that the Russian winter was 
late, with temperatures still around 
zero and “terrible cold” yet to come. 

(The German high command 
said early this week that with the 
setting in of winter the Nazi 
troops had entrenched themselves 
and that Moscow and Leningrad 
could not be taken before spring.) 

In the “wearing down” period 
from Nov. 16 to Dec. 6 Red troops 
killed 55,000 Germans assaulting 
their positions, the communique} 
said. In the counteroffensive from 
Dec. 6 to Dec. 10 they were said 
to have killed 30,000 Germans and 
recaptured 400 towns. 

Review of Moscow Battle. 

Germany was said to have 
thrown 13 tank divisions, 33 infan- 
try divisions and five motorized 
infantry divisions into the “second 
general offensive” against Moscow 
that started Nov. 16. 

The plan was to strike at Mos- 
cow from the north, south and 
west, encircling and capturing the 
city. First objectives were Klin, 55 
miles northwest of Moscow on the 
Leningrad railway, and Tula, 100 
miles south of Moscow. 

“Up to Dec. 6 our forces con- 
ducted fierce defensive battles, 
holding back attacks by enemy 
shock groups on the flanks and re- 
pelling artillery thrusts,” the com- 
munique said. “On Dec. 6, our 
troops on the’ Western Front, hav- 
ing worn down the enemy, 
launched counteroffensives against 
the enemy flanks. As a result of 
this offensive both enemy flank 
groups have been routed and are 
rapidly retreating, leaving behind 
them arms and equipment and suf- 
fering heavy losses.” 

Nazi Losses in Material. 

The communique said that be- 
tween Nov. 16 and Dec. 10 ‘we 
captured or .destroyed (without 
taking airforce operations into ac- 
count) 1434 tanks, 5416 lorries, 675 
guns, 339 trench mortars 870 ma- 
chine-guns. These figures are in- 
complete.” | 

Troops under Gen. Balov, the ac- 
count said, recaptured the major 
strategic points of Stalinogorsk 
and Venev, 100 and 130 miles south- 
east of Moscow. Nazi troops which 
had reached this point. had half- 
completed the encirclement of 
Tula, the great munitions center, 
100 miles south of Moscow. 
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Defense Needs for. Pa- 
cific Area Goods If Ship- 
ments Are Cut Off. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
‘The Supply Priority and Alloca- 
tions Board said yesterday it had 
developed a program that would 
insure adequate supplies for: mill- 
tary needs of those raw materials 
imported from the Pacific area 
“even if American access to over- 
seas sources of supply is cut off 
entirely.” 
‘At four meétings this week, 
SPAB disclosed, it reviewed stock 
piles .of tin, rubber, chromite and 
other vital materials normally 
brought in through Pacific routes.

In backing the $30,000,000 Doug- 
las Dam, SPAB asserted that the 
power project. “is vital to the war 
effort, and the new bomber pro- 
gram now being undertaken will 
be seriously hampered without it.” 

Experts have agreed unanimous- 
ly, SPAB continued, that this dam 
is the only means whereby a large 
new source of electric power can 
be made available as early as the 
spring of 1943. > bad 

The Senate has declined to ap- 
prove the project. It recommended 
four smaller dams instead. 

The announcement of a new ef- 
fort to assist small business, suf- 
fering under material shortages, 
‘indicated for the first time that a 
proposal for flat allocations to non- 
defense industries had been turned 
down. 

Such a plan, contemplating es 
tablishment of a pool of 2 per cent 
of available critical materials, was 
proposed by Director Floyd D. Ol- 
dum of the OPM contract distribu- 
tion division. Under his plan, in- 
dustries employing 20 workers or 
less would have been assured of 
supplies from this pool,

PIANIST IDA KREHI 
ORCEFUL AS SOL 


Gives Impressive Performance 
of Brahms Concerto, With 
Symphony. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The Brahms D Minor Piano Con- 
certo, which has disappointed the 
high hopes for success of so many 
pianists, proved to be a grateful 
medium of expression for Ida 
Krehm in her appearance as solo- 
ist with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra yesterday afternoon at 
Municipal Auditorium. The size 
and weight of this seriously pas- 
sionate music found corresponding 
qualities in both the assisting 
artist and the ofchestra. The re- 
sult was an expansive and forceful 
performance with Miss Krehm dis- 
closing a big, healthy tone, clear 
articulation and a high-minded 
conception of what the music 
meant. 

The identity of viewpoint be- 
tween the first movements of this 
concerto and Beethoven’s Ninth 
Symphony, also in D Minor, is 
more than a mere accident. 
Brahms’ responsiveness to the 
monumental character of his great 
predecessor inspired a degree of 
unconscious imitation which pro- 
duced, in this case, not only a kin- 
dred gesture but a certain physical 
similarity. But Brahms after all 
had his own character, and though 
we feel the same imminence of 
mighty events in the opening meas- 
ures as in those of the Ninth Sym- 
phony and the same concentrated 
fury of effort in the measures that 
follow, Brahms emerges eventually 
as the somber poet rather than 
the heaven-storming philosopher. 

Striking Unity. 

The entrance of the piano brings 
in music that is wholly Brahmsian, 
and the romantic pathos of the 
second movement suggests a stur- 
dier and more masculine Chopin. 

In her performance, Miss Krehm 
did not quite match the demoniac 
intensity of the orchestra in the 
parts that required it but achieved 
an impressive breadth in the more 
poetic passages and in the second 
movement. She _ also 
stimulating energy, solidity and 
clarity to the affirmative third 
movement, 

The orchestra under Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann, which has 
as much to say as the piano, joined 
its efforts to that of the soloist in 
a way that produced a_ striking 
unity of effort. 

Orchestral Numbers. 

Mr. Golschmann and the orches- 

tra alone played three orchestral 


wpieces by Joha Alden Carpenter, 


the American composer who en- 
joys the peculiar distinction of 
having been successful both as a 
business man and a musician. Two 
of these pieces were from the 
“Perambulator Suite” which was 
first submitted to the public dur- 
ing the first World War. Although 
both pieces have been revised Mr. 
Carpenter’s vocabulary is no more 
radical than it was 25 years ago, 


a fact which emphasizes the com- 


poser’s sensibilities as much as it 
does his conservatism. For the 
pieces are thoroughly charming. 
The “Hurdy Gurdy” with its hu- 
morous allusions to popular songs 
was performed largely

|| Surprise Should Be 


Those’ Responsible

It is true that the Cagyan valley 
is a beautiful agricultural area and 
that, for those who like Manila to- 
bacco, it raises what is the equiva- 
lent of best Havana to the taste 
of the Western world. But this is 
not a war over superfine wrappers 
and fillers for cigars. The real 
citadel of those islands is Manila 
Bay with its Gibraltar of Corregi- 
dor and its immensely strong 
flanking works of Cavite and Olon- 
gapo. These works could not be 
captured without great. lossés. 


Japan’s Purpose Guessed At. 

Pearl Harbor is probably the 
strongest naval and air base in the 
Pacific. If the Japanese attack 
there had been made with any in- 
tention of subduing it by force, it 
is incredible that avery large 
naval and air fleet should not have 
been sent. The Japanese operation 
was successful in its destructive- 
ness, but it appears to have done 
little permanently to weaken our 
central base in the Pacific. 

Putting these two considerations 
together, it seems certain that, -in 
addition to the harm intended to 
vessels Oat, the objects were two 
—first, destruction of ships and 
planes; second, a diversion of our 
Atlantic fleet, plus perhaps the 
British Pacific fleet, to cover some 
greater naval effort and objective, 
as for example, the ambitious at- 
tack on Malaya. Whether such 
was the purpose or not, it certainly 
was the effect, as the disastrous 
naval action of Malaya clearly 
showed. 

Post mortems do little good in 
appraising the general strategy in 
the Pacific, but they add a good 
deal of weight, I think, to the an- 
alysis made here a day or two ago, 
which argued that there were two 
separate and distinct kinds of blun- 
ders made by our own command. 
The lesser, probably chargeable to 
some officer in a relatively subor- 
dinate position, was the fact that 
our airplanes were pinned to the 
ground, the anti-aircraft guns were 
not ready for action either on the 
ships or on the shore and some, at 
least; of the vessels not steamed up 
and ready for action. The greater 
error was quite clearly attributable 
to some véry high element of com- 
mand, and was the more disas- 
trous. 


Suggests an Inquiry. 

It may be quite true that there 
are not yet enough facts upon 
which to base a judgment, but why 
is it true that there are not enough 
facts on which to base an inquify? 
Commanding officers cannot be 
running around like Soviet com- 
missars, or Napoleon's first com- 
mand, with political critics con- 
stantly at their elbows, but it is 
far from true that commanders re- 
sponsible for great catastrophes 
should not be held rigidly to ac- 
count for the cause of them. Re- 
ports of these inspections should, 
of course, be withheld until they 
are of no service to the enemy, 
but they certainly should not be 
withheld one moment beyond the 


_| point at which they would be of 


some service to our own troops. 

Military lessons are written only 
in blood and taught only by trial 
and error. Military commanders 
who lose disastrous battles through 
recklessness or ignorance cannot 
be maintained in command if the 
confidence of the troops is to be 
retained. It is almost a military 
axiom that rewards should be be- 
stowed instantaneously and on the 
spot. That is why Napoleon was 
fond of saying: “Every common 
soldier carries a field marshal’s 
baton in his knapsack.” It might 
have been almost as -appropriate 
for him to have said, “Every fail- 
ure Field Marshal carries the bul- 
lets for his own firing squad in 
his sabretache.” .

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A FROM ST. LOUIS AREA 
IN JAPAN AS TEACHERS 


No Word from Catholic In- 
structors, Whose -Intern- 
ment is Predicted. 


Four former instructors in Cath- 
olic high schools in the St. Louis 
area were teaching in Japan when 
war flared in the Pacific. Officials 
of the Society of Mary, who have 
not heard from them since its out- 
break, suggested today that they 
probably would be interned for the 
duration. 

The teachers are Brothers Peter 
Dames, John Kessler, Joseph 
Brandmeier and Girard Gutsmiedl, 
all graduates of the Maryhurst Nor- 
mal School, Big Bend road and 
Lindbergh boulevard, Kirkwood. 

Brother Peter, who attended Mc- 
Bride High School, taugh commer- 
cial studies and English at the 
East St. Louis Central Catholic 
High School until eight years ago, 
when he became athletic director 
of a Catholic high schoo] at Osaka. 

Brother John also taught at East 
St. Louis Central Catholic High 
Schoo] before going to Japan, as 
did Brother Girard. Brother Joseph 
taught history and English at 
South Side Catholic High School. 
All three are members of the fac- 
ulty of St. Joseph’s College at Yo- 
kohama. 

Intercession Likely. 

The Very Rev. Sylvester Juer- 
gens, provincial of the St., Louis 
province of the Society of Mary, 
suggested that possible hardships 
attendant on their imprisonment 
might be averted through the in- 
fluence of prominent Japanese 
Catholic laymen, including elderly 
Admiral Yamamoto, a graduate of 
St. Joseph’s College who_became a 
hero in 1904 when he accepted the 
surrender of a Russian fleet. Ad- 
miral Yamamoto formerly was the 
Japanese emissary to the Vatican.

The following dispatch, delayed 
by the censor, was written by 
Thomas Yarbrough, recently of the 
London staff of the Associated 
Press who was en route: to Cairo 
on a new assignment, when the 
Japanese struck at Honolulu, Yar- 
brough, a veteran of many bomd 
raids on London, describes his. sen- 
sations in the first Hawatian raid.

HONOLULJU, Dec. 13 (AP).—Our 
ship eased into the sunny Honolulu 
Harbor from San Francisco Sun- 
day morning at the height of the 
first Japanese air raid. 

They sure picked-a swell day for 
it. Thinking it was nothing more 
serious than a big scale. war game, 
we enjoyed the show immensely. 

Scores of delighted passengers 
crowding the deck remarked that 
it was mighty fine: of the United 
States Navy, timing it so nicely 
with our arrival. 

A whistling bomb plunked into 
the water about 100 yards from 
our vessel and an American auto- 
mobile dealer bound for Tientsin 
shouted, “Boy, what if it had been 
a real one.” 

Ship’s Officer Breaks News. 

A half hour later we got the full 
impact of the sad reality. The 
ship’s officer herded us into the 
lounge and told us this was the 
real thing and no’ fooling. 

The spectacle we had been 
watching—fire, the flash of guns, 
the ear-splitting crack of anti-air- 
craft guns before our eyes—was 
the opening stroke of the war on 
Oahu. 

The officer who announced the 
news to us was perspiring and his 
hands were trembling. He took a 
deep breath and then he said: 

“It seems there’s a state of un- 
declared war between Honolulu 
and the United States.” 

His slip of the tongue was 
cleared up soon, however, and we 
learned the truth. 

Disembarked in Groups. 

He told us to disembark in 
groups of 20. A leader was to be 
appointed for each group who 
would report back at certain times 
for further orders. 

The ship’s radio was crackling 
with terse official bulletins and 
orders from the Honolulu station. 

It was such a beautiful day the 
‘first direct blow of the war struck 
here with stunning surprise. This 
probably caused the people to be 
more excited than those I'd seen 
and heard in England many times 
in the last two years, but there 
was no sign of panic or hysteria. 

Fire Engines in Action. 

Automobiles and trucks and fire 
engines with screaming sirens sped 
through - the-.-clean, palm-lined 
streets without slowing down for 
intersections despite the many 
civilians who were ignoring “take 
shelter” warnings. 

As our group walked toward the 
hotel, a bomb whistled down 
alarmingly close and a chorus of 
anti-aircraft guns roared. 

We ducked under a big palm 
tree—something new in air raid 
shelters. 

A grinning soldier across the 
street called out “It looks like the 
real McCoy!” 

A boy on a bicycle came down 
the street with a load of news-

If you are that kind of person, 
qualified by temperament, charac-. 
ter and social and financial good 
standing, go ahead and look for 
your baby. Go to the society that 


leares for such children. They se- 


lect the right kind of child for 
adoption so the new parents run 
no risk of finding themselves in 
charge of a defective child for 
whom they can do nothing and 
who can do nothing for himself. 


x * * 

DONT TAKE A BABY who is 
not certified to be in good health, 
of normally good inheritance. The 
fact that he may have been born 
out of wedlock is not the most 
important fact about his birth for 
you. That his parents were 
healthy, normal-minded, is ex- 
tremely important. The society 
whose duty it is to know the baby 


they offer will give you the neces- 4 


sary assurance. 

Beyond that, don’t ask... You do 
not want to know who his parents 
were. The less you know about 
them beyond the facts of their 
health and normality, the better 
for you and your baby. You want 
to feel that the child belongs to 
you, so the less other folks’ per- 
sonalities intrude, the better. 

Plan to let the child know from 
the beginning that he is adopted, 
that you picked him out of all the 
babies in the world to be your 
own. Try to arrange a background 
that will imply his, adoption. If 
there is a picture of the building 
in which he was born, or the one 
from which he was adopted, some 
personal belonging like a baby 
shoe, an identification bracelet, 
that is within sight and reach all 
his days, this idea will not be dif- 
ficult to impart.

IT IS A GREAT mistake to keep 
adoption secret from the child 
concerned. There is always some- 


body who knows, or guesses, and 


whose delight it seems to be to 
tell what he should know was not 


‘for him to tell” Suéh & shock is 


enough to scar a child's. soul, and 


‘wise parents look ahead and ar- 


range to protect their adopted 
children from such evils. 

I have just visited The Cradle 
Society near Chicago, one of the 
loveliest of infant-homes provided 
for the care of children offered 
for adoption, It is such societies 
—and there are several good ones 
scattered ‘through the country— 
that insure as far as is humanly 
possible, the health and normality 
of their charges. Consider them 
before adopting a baby and you 
will be likely to get more satisfac-' 
tion out of your adopted child, 
and he more understanding and 
affection from you.

Food Situation in England 


By J. B. PRIESTLY

LONDON, Dec. 12. 

OW is our food in Britain now 
H that we have entered the third 

winter of the war? (Inci- 
dentally, this is not a question 
that can be adequately answered 
by American visitors who only 
stay a few weeks and do their eat- 
ing at the Savoy and the Ritz). 
Probably the best answer is that 
we have enough food to maintain 
our health and strength, but not 
enough to make eating much of a 
pleasure. 

At first when our consumption 
of meat, fats and sweet things 
were cut down, I believe most peo- 
ple benefited, just as most people 
in America would probably bene- 
fit if they ate less of these rich 
foods, I know I found myself 
losing weight, although I was too 
busy to take exercise; and on the 
whole, in spite of much hard work 
and nervous strain, I felt better 
than I did before the war. But 
that phase has now passed, 


I do not mean that people are 
now feeling the effects of under- 
nourishment. It is true that chil- 
dren evacuated to our hostels in 
the country always put on weight 
immediately, which suggests that 
many of them were not being too 
well fed in the cities. But on the 
whole I have seen few signs of 
undernourishment and public 
health figures do not suggest that 
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year the consum 

reached a new high level. 

adult ration has been cut down 

lately and we could do with more. 
It is, of course, a great nuisance 

being so short of fresh fruit. Here 

we have been unlucky because a 


fine crop of English apples (which 
taste better than they look) might 
nearly have restored the balance 
but most of the apple crop was 
ruined by bad weather. When you 
drink a tumbler of orange juice 
or bite a juicy pear or apple, just 
remember us, kindly, and then per- 
haps a ghost of the flavor might 
float our way. 

My wife, who really ought to be 
writing this article, declares the 
shortage of good cooking fats has 


taken much of the pleasure out of’ 


eating. Rich cakes and pastries, of 
course, have almost disappeared, 
so that unnecessary but splerdid 
“afternoon tea” (against which our 
doctors often warned us) is not 
at all what it was in: peacetime. It 
is difficult, too, to fry things prop- 
erly, which means a whole host of 
quick, tasty dishes have vanished. 


“In one —— ninat Americans 
would suffer less than we do. That 
is in the matter of breakfast, a 
meal that most of my American 
friends seem to trifle with rather 
than enjoy. The English breakfast 
used to be a solid meal, with bacon 
and eggs and kidney sausages, fol- 
lowed by plenty of bitter marma- 
lade on buttered toast. Unhappily, 
nearly all these things are scarce 
now, with the result that breakfast, 
especially in hotels, is the poorest 
of all our meals, Perhaps at the 
end of this war we will join the 
far more numerous light-breakfast 
peoples.
